stitution of 1919 Church and State are separated, though the 
majority of the inhabitants profess the Catholic religion.” 
A Suggestive Theory as to Canadian Church Fires 

A press dispatch to the New York “Herald” from Quebec, 
March 21st, said that Deputy Minister of Public Works Guyon 
said he believed that the outbreaks of fire in churches and 
religious buildings in Quebec was due to faulty installation 
of heating apparatus, and not to incendiarism.

He died 
in Washington, D. C., in 1893. That part of the item that 
may interest our readers says that the will provided $500 
annuity for a step-daughter, Mary Constance Edgar, but Col. 
Bonaparte revoked that later because she intended to enter a 
Roman Catholic convent.

Concerning Catholic Chums 


We have a letter from Pennsylvania in respect of a para- 
graph in the February issue on this subject, in which the 
writer says: “With regard to the paragraph about Roman 
Catholic girls choosing Protestant girls for chums I think 
your friend was right when he concluded it was for purposes 
of propaganda that the girls he spoke of chose Protestants 
for chums. I have often wondered if Protestant parents real- 
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ized the danger to their children likely to result from this 
chumminess with Roman Catholics. Do they realize that the 
Roman Catholic priests may question these Catholic ‘chums’ 
very closely regarding their Protestant friends, and that the 
Catholic is obliged to tell the priest every fault of the Prot- 
estant friend? I believe these Catholics are advised by their 
priests to make chums of Protestants, that they may know 
all about them, and thus get them into their clutches.” The 
letter goes on to tell of a priest in the town whose, conspicuous 
interest in a certain youth suddenly terminated after a Prot- 
estant minister had said he would interview the priest before 
the sun went down as to certain information he had received. 


Ownership of Papal Church Property in the U. S. 

In regard to the question of the real ownership of the 
property of the Roman Church in the United States 
raised by a correspondent in our March issue, the following 
paragraphs from an article by Gilbert O. Nations, in the April 
issue of “The Protestant” seem to be of considerable import- 


ance: “Canon 1495 [of the new Codex Juris Canonici] makes 
this declaration of the Papal law: 

“*The Catholic Church and the Apostolic See have the in- 
herent right, FREELY and INDEPENDENTLY of ANY 
CIVIL POWER, to acquire, retain, and administer temporal 
goods for the pursuit of their own ends. 

“*Sec. 2. Individual churches and other corporations es- 
tablished as such by ecclesiastical authority are also endowed 
with the right of acquiring, retaining and administering their 
own property, according to Canon Law.’ . 

“. . The Roman claim set forth in the canon law is that 
ecclesiastical authorities hold title independently of the civil 
power, and that their rights are equal or superior to those 
of the State. Consequently the canon law denies the right of 
civil government to tax ecclesiastical properties or to exer- 
cise any dominion over them.” 

All of which goes to explain the meaning of the words 
“civil principalities” in the oath taken by the American cardi- 


nals in 1911. 
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Protest the Visit of King George V to the Pope 


According to a London dispatch to the New York “Her- 
ald,” April 11th, the proposed visit of King George and Queen 
Mary to the Pope was denounced as a “menace to Great 
Britain” before 10,000 men and women, who filled Albert Hall 
the night before. The speakers, who included Lord Gisbor- 
ough, Prebendary Gough, vicar of Brompton; the Rev. Lyde- 
man Chilvers, of the Metropolitan Tabernacle; Sir Robert 
Kennedy, veteran English diplomat from Ulster, and the Rev. 
William Main, of Edinburgh, took particular pains to stress 
the fact that they were “loyal Protestant subjects” of His 
Majesty. They blamed his Ministers for giving him bad 
advice, and the Rev. Mr. Main intimated that the United Prot- 
estant Council, under whose auspices the meeting was held, 
might make the question of maintaining a British legation at 
the Vatican an issue at the next general election. The crowd, 
which manifested great enthusiasm, adopted resolutions dis- 
approving of the proposed royal visit to the Pope and de- 
manding the withdrawal of the English envoy at the Vatican. 

Two days before, the “Herald” had printed a despatch, in 
which one Dr. Archibald Fleming had defended the visit as 
being merely “an act of courtesy,” and saying that if the 
King went to India he would do the civilities “with the heads 
of the Buddhist religion.” But he omitted to say that the 
said Buddhists make no claims in any way resembling those 
of Pope Pius XI, nor are they engaged in trying to destroy 
civil and religious liberty in every country on earth now 
possessing them. 


Did This Priest Believe in Purgatory? 

The New York “Tribune,” April 14th, recorded the death 
of Rev. F. X. Derivaux, assistant pastor of St. Leo’s Church, 
Irvington, N. J., from pneumonia. The report says that on 
the day before he died, while friends were at his bedside, he 


said, “I will be with you tomorrow, O Lord!” Such an expres- 


sion on the part of a dying priest naturally suggests a num- 
ber of questions to the mind of anyone acquainted with 
Roman doctrine. If he had a spiritual experience that enabled 
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him to face death with such an expectation, how much did he 
really believe of the teachings of his Church? He evidently 
had no fears of the terrors of Purgatory. Could he have be- 
lieved that the attitude of Christ towards him necessitated 
his calling upon the Virgin Mary and “saints” to intercede 
for him with the Blessed Saviour? In contrast to this priest, 
who expected to meet his Saviour the next day is the an- 
nouncement in the Jersey Journal, March 22d, of the 
“TWELFTH anniversary mass for the repose of the soul of 
Lillian Herdeck (nee Kilmurray) at St. Boniface Church, 
March 23d, at 8.15 a. m.” 


Which Was Right—the Archbishop or the Jesuit? 

The third paragraph in the account in the New York 
“Globe” (March 5th) of the funeral service of the late W. 
Burke Cochran, said that “Archbishop Patrick J. Hayes cele- 
brated the solemn mass of requiem.” In the fifth paragraph 
the Rev. John J. Wynne, S. J., is quoted as saying of the 
deceased, “And now Christ has taken him to his eternal rest.” 
If the Jesuit eulogist was right it would appear to any ordi- 
nary mind that a requiem mass for the repose of the soul of 
the departed politician was unnecessary, and it’must be sup- 
posed that had the Archbishop known about the fact an- 
nounced by the Jesuit he would not have taken part in a 
meaningless function. This is the second prominent Catholic 
who seems to have dodged Purgatory, for Major Kinkead, of 
Jersey City, soon after the death of Terence McSwiney, Lord 
Mayor of Cork, who starved himself to death; described the 
meeting in Heaven of that gentleman with certain Irishmen, 
one of whom was a Protestant. And after the death of the 
late Cardinal Farley a young man belonging to a church on 
the East Side told the Editor that they were not sure that the 


Cardinal Archbishop was in purgatory at all, although very 
elaborate preparations were under weigh for a special novena 
“for the repose of his soul.” These latter speakers were only 
laymen, however, but now we have it on the word of a priest 
that at least one Irish politician has escaped Purgatory, to 
which all Catholics—even Popes and cardinals 


have to go ac- 
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cording to the teaching of the Church. And the descriptions 


of Purgatory found in Papal papers on the approach of No- 
vember, during which month the sufferings of the souls in 


Purgatory are represented as being but little less than those 
in Hell, suggest conditions about as far from the “eternal 
rest” of Christ as it is possible to imagine. 


CHRIST’S MISSION MEETINGS 

The meetings held each Sunday afternoon at the Mission 
have been increasing in interest as well as in attendance since 
the opening of the year. The subjects discussed have been 
varied. Two addresses by a former priest have attracted 
unusual attention. This man found his way to the Mission 
service late in October, and at the close revealed himself as a 
priest who had been seeking light. He was given an oppor- 
tunity to prove the sincerity of his new convictions, and at 
the beginning of the year was placed in the Biblical Seminary, 
where he found the atmosphere so congenial that his enthu- 
siasm knew no bounds. Late in March he joined a Presby- 
terian church, and on Easter Sunday partook of the com- 
munion for the first time among Protestant brethren. He hopes 
soon to receive licensure, and later to be ordained to the Gospel 
ministry. 

On March 11th an interesting address was given by “Bob” 
Ball, a former student in Notre Dame, whose striking con- 
version while in military service deeply interested all hearers. 
With his wife, who was converted at the same time, though 
living in a distant city, he is now engaged in Christian work. 

Two notable addresses were delivered in February—one 
by Rev. E. C. Carder, associate minister of the Park Avenue 
Baptist Church, on “The Compulsion of Protestantism,” and 
the other by Rev. G. B. Kierstead, of the Alexander Avenue 
Baptist Church, Bronx, on “The Outlook for Protestantism.” 
At each meeting testimonies from former Roman Catholics 
are heard as to their joy in the new life. 

The Mission is raising a fund to defray the expenses of 
former Catholics who need training in the Biblical Seminary 
or elsewhere. It may be that some of our readers will feel 
special interest in helping this part of our work. 
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MOSCOW BORROWS ROME’S MEDICINE BOTTLE 
An Open Letter to a Friend in Kansas 
New York, April, 1923. 

My dear J. G—There are many people throughout the 
ccuntry who think that all our important newspapers are con- 
trolled by the priests of Rome; and so far as this city is con- 
cerned the content of the Metropolitan press for the first ten 
days of this month was enough to convert anyone to that view 
who did not think so before. 

As you will doubtless remember, on March 3lst, Monsig- 
nor Butchkevitch, the Roman Catholic Vicar-General in Russia, 
was executed in the Cheka building, Moscow, by shooting, 
after having been convicted by a Soviet court, before which 
he was charged with opposing the decree separating church 
and state; opposing sequestration of church treasure by the 
Soviet government; conducting anti-Soviet agitation among 
the Russian people, and communicating with the Polish gov- 
ernment while that nation was at war with Russia. 

As to the evidence adduced in support of these charges, 
especially the first and third, next to no information has 
appeared, but a long story about the “religious” features of 
the proceedings appeared in the New York “Herald,” the cor- 
respondent of which wrote that “the persecution was on re- 
ligious grounds alone. It is the first item in a program for 
the destruction of Christianity in Russia.” 

The fact that these words may represent the gentleman’s 
honest opinion do not make the allegation true, although it 
may be so. If it is, it only reminds us of a similar reaction 
in France, in the days of the Terror, and affords another illus- 
tration of the spiritual destitution of Catholicism—for in most 
of its features there is little to choose between the Eastern 
brand and the Western. It is true that the Eastern Metro- 
politan is not crowned as a temporal sovereign, and has never 
put forth any such claims as have been set up by Innocent 
III, Boniface VIII, Leo XIII, Pius X and Pius XI (before his 
election to St. Peter’s Chair), but if it has not been directly 
or indirectly the cause of so much bloodshed, it is still a 
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Church that rules by force—for anathemas, and excommuni- 
cations and bans are means of compulsion frequently more 
effective than bayonets and cannon. But many Jews lost 
their lives in Russia when the Church was hand in hand with 
the Czars, and if the priests did not instigate the pogroms they 
made little or no effective opposition to these murderous en- 
terprises. 

Virtually the whole metropolitan press, without making 
any apparent effort to find out (1) whether the Soviet action 
was taken against Christianity as a whole, or (2) what evi- 
dence, if any, was adduced to show political activity on the 
part of Archbishop Zepliak and fifteen other priests besides 
the Vicar-General, accepted the view above set forth. 

While it is possible that these priests may have been en- 
tirely innocent of all the things of which they were accused, 
the fact remains that we need not go out of this country to 
find out the attitude of the Vatican agents towards any legis- 
lation of which it does not approve. With regard to the 
Kighteenth Amendment, without even waiting for the enact- 
ment of a law by Congress for its enforcement a priest in 
Brooklyn boldly published an article in his parish paper not 
only condemning the Amendment itself, but declaring: “It is 
an unjust law. No one is bound to obey it. No one should 
have the least scruple about evading it, breaking it or de- 
stroying it.” Yet Dr. Belford, of the Church of the Nativity, 
Brooklyn, who wrote these words—and more of like tenor— 
considers himself a hundred per cent. American! 

In the Encyclical “Immortale Dei” (1885) Pope Leo XIII 
said that it was the duty of all Catholics worthy of the name to 
“endeavor to bring back all civil society to the pattern and 
form of Christianity which We have described” (Grt. Encye. 
Lett. of Pope Leo XIII, p. 132). 

In “The Western Watchman,” June 27, 1912, Dr. Phelan, 
then the Dean of the Papal press here, said, in a sermon: “The 
Pope is the ruler of the world. All the emperors, all the 
kings, all the princes, all the presidents of the world to-day 
are as these altar boys of mine... the Catholics of the world 


are Catholics first and always; they are Americans, they are 
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Germans, they are French or they are English afterwards.” 
Whether Archbishop Zepliak and his other priests have taught 
these doctrines or not we do not know, but we do know that 
they are boldly taught here in prints accessible to anybody, 
and we must assume that in some form they are taught in 
the Papal educational institutions to the Pope’s American 
“subjects.” 

Every humane person cannot but feel sorry that the Pope’s 
Vicar-General in Russia should have suffered death. But the 
Russian members of the Soviet Government presumably 
know little or nothing of any religion except that of the East- 
ern Church, associated in their minds with all the evils of the 
Imperial system of the Czars. They probably know enough 
of the history of the Roman Church to remember the Spanish 
Inquisition, the Massacre of St. Bartholomew, the campaigns 
against the Waldenses, and the Gunpowder Plot—not to men- 
tion the innumerable killings of individuals, to make thein 
think the present outcry over the death of one priest rather 


out of place as coming from Rome—whatever they may think 


of the representations from London and Washington. 

Appearances indicate that by the use of the word “spirit- 
ual” the priests of Rome have hoodwinked many of the Ameri- 
can people into the belief that the allegiance of Roman 
Catholic priests and people is quite compatible with normal 
American citizenship. There are one or two points in the de- 
spatches which go to show that Pope Pius claims the same 
royal authority over his “subjects” as any other temporal 
ruler. A Rome Associated Press message in the ‘Herald,’ 
March 29th, said that the Pope had asked the Soviet Govern- 
ment for the release of all priests under arrest on the ground 
that they were his “subjects;’ and lower down it said 
that the Pope when “in Warsaw as Apostolic Visitator had 
obtained the liberation of Mgr. Rapp by setting forth that 
the latter was a member of the Catholic hierarchy and there- 
fore a subject of the Pope.” 

A despatch to the “Times,” March 24th, said that Arch- 
bishop Zepliak “acknowledged issuing certain circulars deny- 
ing that the Government had authority over the Church.” Of 
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course this is in line with the assertion of Pope Leo XIII 
that the State and the Church each has “fixed limits within 
which it is contained,” which is, of course, another way of 
saying that the Church need only obey such laws of the State 
as it thinks fit — a proposition which, of course, sustains 
Dr. Belford and all the other Roman priests and editors who 
are opposed to the Eighteenth Amendment in their antagonism 
to it. 


One of the most singular reactions in New York was the 
action of a Conference of the M. E. Church, some members 
of which swallowed the whole ex-parte story of the trial and 
execution, and even went so far as to thank a morning paper 
for giving to the public these “facts”! That some of the said 
“facts” might be inaccurate, or that other important “facts” 
essential to a proper understanding of the case might be with- 
held never seemed to occur to these ministers. If Bishop Wil- 
son or any of his friends have any idea that their action will 
make things any easier for their enterprise in Rome they will 
find themselves wofully mistaken. For gratitude for any 
favor shown to the Church is a virtue totally unknown to the 
Papal machine. No nation on earth has granted more liberty 
and freedom to the priests of Rome than Great Britain; yet 
there is no section of the Empire in which machinations or 
efforts, or both, are going forward, either for its disruption, 
or the bringing to naught the desires of its Government. Dur- 
ing the War the high priests of Rome did all in their power 
in Ireland, in Quebec and Australasia to hinder the raising of 
armies for the defense of the Empire. The clerical nation- 
wide campaign against “England” of 1918-1920 in this 
country, camouflaged under propaganda for Irish “freedom” 
and supported by the entire Papal press, is within the memory 
of all. And the same ingratitude is shown to this nation in 
other forms. The methods here take the form of educating 
millions of children who will be voters by and by to believe 
that the alien Pope is the Vicar of Christ, and that the political 
principles on which this Government is built drive the Church 
into “an unrightful position.” Continual demands for public 
money for purely sectarian institutions are constantly being 
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made—and what is worse, granted—in violation of the funda- 
mental American principle of Separation of Church and State; 
and these are only a few items among many. 

So you see that there are several points brought out in this 
affair that are of vital interest to the American people. If 
you, like so many other evangelical Christians, have been 
looking upon the Roman politico-ecclesiastical machine as a 
“sister Church,” I hope the foregoing considerations will help 
to show you the error of your ways. ole

In an article in to-day’s “Pravda,” official organ of the 
Russian Communist party, under the title, “Vatican and 
Tricks of Polish Imperialism,” the writer develops the idea 
that the executed Catholic prelate, Mgr. Butchkevitch, was 
not the agent of the Roman Church but of the Polish govern- 
ing class, and that the execution was based on that premise— 
namely, that the prelate was condemned not as a priest but as 
a spy. 


The writer asserts that Vatican diplomacy—whereof he 
speaks in complimentary terms—already has begun to appre- 
ciate the distinction, and has requested the communication 
of documents in the Butchkevitch case. 

The writer says Rome wishes to extend its influence east- 
ward into Russia; that the Russian Orthodox Church is a 
wreck of outworn dogma and internal disputes. The Russian 
field, he says, is therefore clear for the Vatican, whether it 
wishes to proceed by direct absorption of Russian believers 
into the Latin Catholic Church or by an attempt to heal the 
ancient schism between the churches of the East and the 


West. 


The Soviet Government, he declares, has no bias against 
any religion, gives Roman Catholics the same rights and liber- 
ties as other faiths, and if Rome will understand—as the 
writer hints most strongly it already is beginning to wnder- 
stand—the road to success in Russia lies through direct rela- 
tions instead of through anti-Russian Poland. The Soviet 
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Government, he says, will not place any difficulties in its path. 
American Catholics may say the Bolshevik devil now dares 
to tempt Saint Peter himself with an offer of the spiritual 
Kingdom of Russia, but Rome will make its own decision 
when it receives the documents in the Butchkevitch case. 
An appropriate title for this postscript would be “Diamonel 
versus Diamond; or, Whoever Sups with the Devil Should Have 
a Long Spoon.” And, in the words of Cap’n Cuttle, “The 
Bearings of this observation lays in the application on it.” 


ROME TRUE TO FORM IN CHICAGO 


A Chicago dispatch in the New York “Times,” April 7th, 
said : 

Explosion of a bomb wrecked the publication office of 
“Dawn”, a Ku Klux Klan organ, last night. Twenty minutes 
later another bomb partly damaged the office of F. W. Gilli- 
land, a roofer, who said he had advertised in the Klan pub- 
lication. Edwin J. Parker, publisher of “Dawn,” said he had 
been receiving threatening letters. “Only two days ago I| 
received a telephone call warning me that my printing estab- 
lishment and my home would be blown up,” he said. J. F. 
Forcum, in whose shop the publication was printed at one 


time, told the police that John Fleming, who claimed to repre- 
sent “Tolerance,” an anti-Klan paper, threatened “to get him” 
unless he ceased printing “Dawn.” 


Whether the persons who did the actual bombing were 
‘subjects” of the Pope or not, the action was true to the 
methods of violence utilized by the priests of Rome for many 
years in many countries. The rebels against the Free State 
in Ireland are only continuing to do against their own Govern- 
ment what in years gone by they were encouraged by many 
priests to do against the British Government. But when the 
Soviet Government kills a priest !

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PAPALISM AND LYNCH LAW 
It is rather significant of the power of the official agents 
of the Vatican over the press of New York that a paper of the 
standing of “The Sun” should allow the appearance of this 
paragraph on the same page as its editorials in its issue of 
December 8, 1922: 


“Skol, Skol, the Klan’s All Here 


“I would suggest that in the language of the Klan—the 
general American 100 per cent. public understands Klothes 
Klines much better than Kleagle, Klokard, etc. There are also 
Klamp Kposts in the Kcity—Kitty Kelly.” 

The lady is evidently unacquainted with one of the funda- 
mentals of 100 per cent. Americanism. She may be a product 
of a Papal parochial school. The real American presumes 
every man innocent until he is proved to be guilty; also that 
punishment for crime shall only be at the hands of the offi- 
cers of the law. “Lynch law” and practice are contrary to all 
real American standards of public ethics. Again, like Mayor 
Hylan, in his wire to Commissioner Enright, the lady ex- 
presses ideas quite in line with the ideals and practice of their 
Church. Indeed, it is easy to imagine that they both regret 
that they cannot establish an American edition of the Spanish 
Inquisition in New York. And if ever America is “made 
Catholic,” in accordance with the war slogan of Archbishop 
Ireland at the Baltimore Council in 1888, something of the 
kind will doubtless become one of the most prominent public 
institutions in all our principal cities. For “Semper Eadem” 
is still the motto of the theocratic autocracy in Rome that 
claims, in the phrase of Pope Pius XI, when Archbishop of 
Milan, supranational sovereignty over all the nations of the 
world, including the United States.

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DEAN INGE ON PAPALISM 


The Very Rev. W. R. Inge, D.D., Dean of St. Paul’s Ca- 
thedral, London, contributes to “The Atlantic Monthly,” April 
1923, an article on “The Catholic Church and the Anglo-Saxon 
Mind.” The theme has been suggested by a “freely ex- 
pressed” opinion that Protestantism is “a spent force,” and 
that the Christianity of the future will be that of Rome. 
(Which may God forbid!) In his second paragraph in refer- 
ring to “conversions” of Protestants to Rome he observes that 
“an appreciable number of these converts come back. I have 
myself known five clergymen who have done so.” 

With regard to the menace of Rome to Protestant nations 
by increase of population he says that in the “two most civil- 
ized Catholic countries of Europe, France and Belgium, the 
birth-rate is actually lower than in Protestant countries.” 


While the Dean acknowledges that the “Anglo-Catholics” 
have “captured the machine of the Anglican Church, and 
imposed their doctrine and their ritual upon perhaps a ma- 
jority of the parishes in the Province of Canterbury, annexed 
nearly all the theological colleges and dominate church assem- 
blies and diocesan conferences,” he thinks that “it will end 
by enriching Protestantism with such romantic and esthetic 
accessories as are compatible with its principles, the real 
Catholics will end by joining the Church of Rome.” “The 
struggle of the future,” he says, “will be between the great 


Catholic Church and the allied or loosely federated Protest- 
ant Churches.” 


“Historically, Catholicism is the history of the Roman Em- 
pire.... The Church at the beginning of the fourth century 
was a formidable militant organization with which the Em- 
pire, after a last attempt to crush it by violence, was compelled 
to come to terms. The Catholic Church split, like the Empire, 
into a Greek and a Latin branch. ... The Western Church 
has steadily developed, in accordance with the inner logic of 
its principles, into an autocratic militant empire, claiming uni- 
versal sovereignty. It is a Mediterranean religion through 
and through. It absorbed the ancestral paganism of the 
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Southern European peoples who have remained far more 
pagan than their -prayer-books.” 


“The Roman Church is the last survival of political autoc- 
racies. It claims universal dominion; it treats all dissentients 
as rebels; ‘schism’ is high treason. Accordingly every true 
Catholic is only conditionally a patriot in the nation in which 
he lives, and the conditions are of the political, not of the 
moral order. The Catholic Church is an ‘International’ like 
the conspiracy of the Communists. It is everywhere a power- 
ful solvent of state loyalty, though in certain countries, such 
as Ireland and Poland, it finds its interest in fomenting sec- 
tional animosities, and inciting one part of a political aggre- 
gation to separate itself from the rest. In this way it increases 
its hold upon the discontented province without really identi- 
fying itself with the cause of the insurgents. For it is the 
continuance of rebellion which it desires; in Ireland, for ex- 
ample, the priests have hitherto wrecked every attempt at a 
settlement, except the last, and in face of the new situation 
they have not yet defined their policy.” 


After several paragraphs dealing with the attractions of 
Catholicism the Dean says: “There is only one thing against 
Catholicism—it is an imposture, and: there is only one thing 
in its favor—it works.” 


The Dean’s personal ignorance of the saving power of the 
Risen Christ on behalf of the individual is found in his con- 
fession that during the war he himself had “handed over to 
the charge of Anglo-Catholic priests cases where the patient 
was struggling in vain against a degrading vice,” but he ad- 
mits that “their methods would be in part such as I could 
not conscientiously use myself,” although, strange to say, he 
adds, “they would be more likely to effect a cure.” 

We are told that the three leading motives of Protestant- 
ism are: “to revert to primitive Christianity, to inspire moral 
and political reform, and to accept the religious witness of the 
inner man. Of these the third is the most essential; but it is 


its combination with the other two that makes Protestantism 
what it is.”

NO SALVATION BY WORKS 
The essential part of a recent announcement of a Sunday 
lecture under the auspices of the United Lodge of Theoso- 
phists read thus: 


“CRUCIFIED HUMANITY, 
RESURRECT THYSELF” 


“Growth and achievement in spiritual under- 
standing come through self-induced and _ self- 
devised exertions—not reliance upon anything or 
anyone outside ourselves.” 


In other words, what is, in effect, meant by the word “sal- 
vation” to evangelical Protestants—deliverance from the guilt 
and power of sin—can be obtained by poor fallen, sin-wrecked 
humanity from within its own resources of will power and 
understanding. That the lecturer would probably deny any 
belief in “sin” in the evangelical sense need not concern us 
here. The average man with the average knowledge of the 
essential points of evangelical truth would read that as a dec- 
laration that “crucified humanity” can achieve its own salva- 
tion without aid from either God or man, so far as the indi- 
vidual is concerned. This is in New York, April, 1923. 


In a Catholic missionary paper, “The Voice,” of Rangoon, 
Burmah, is an account of the death of an old Karen convert 
named U Pu Lu. In the second paragraph the writer refers 
to his leaving “this earth for the happy land for admittance 
into which he had so often prayed.” 
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{ Incidentally, as Purgatory, according to Catholic writers, 
cannot be accurately described as “happy” it would appear 
that Papal missionaries to the Karens wisely put “the soit 
pedal” upon that topic. ] 

On the same page we read: “For thirty years his keen ob- 
ject was to acquire merits, and all his actions were, we may 
say, directed to pave for himself the way to reap in heaven 
the benefit of them.” On the next page the man says: “I will try 
to do as much good as I can during my life-time and spend all 
my income on pious and charitable works trusting that my 
good actions will follow me and in consideration thereot God 
will open to me His paradise.” The last sentence refers to 
him as resting in peace (after a requiem high mass) awaiting 
the day of the Resurrection. 

The name of Christ does not appear in any of the four 
pages of the story. On its face the old man placed his entire 
reliance for salvation upon his own good works. 

“Good works” cannot and will not avail for the salvation 
of either Catholic or theosophist; the theory of the latter is 
as absurd as impracticable. 

The falsity of the teaching that good works can earn 
salvation for anybody is clearly shown by the Apostle Paul 
in his Epistle to the Ephesians. In chapter ii. he says: 

“God (who is rich in mercy), for His exceeding charity 
wherewith He loved us, even when we were dead in sins, 
hath quickened us together in Christ (by whose grace 
you are saved) and hath raised us up together, and made 
us sit together in the heavenly places through Christ 
Jesus ... For by grace you are saved through faith, and 
THAT NOT OF YOURSELVES, for it is the gift of 
God; not of works, that no man may glory (verses 4-6, 


8, 9). 


And in the thirteenth verse we read: “Now in Christ 
Jesus, you, who some time were far off, are made nigh BY 
THE BLOOD of CHRIST, and in verse 18: “By Him we 
have access both in one Spirit to the Father.” 

We are saved through faith, and not by works, and the 
faith that saves lays hold on the divine energy that is able to 
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deliver the sinner from both the guilt and the dominion of 
sin. This is a matter of experience and not of theological be- 
lief. And no man can deliver himself from either without the 
outside supernatural power of the risen Christ entering into 
his soul and life. “Self-induced and self-devised exertions” 
are as powerless to deliver any Catholic from the bondage, 
say of drink, or of an unruly temper, or of profanity, as the 
absolution of a priest or any pledge of any Society. SIN isa 
terrible FACT in the life of every person, and if there were 
any way of deliverance from it by human agency it would 
have been accomplished years ago in Asia—if nowhere else— 
centuries ago. For centuries in India, Persia, Central Asia 
and China, men have been proving the falsity of the theoso- 
phist proposition, which is, after all, merely an extension, so 
to speak, of what the Karen convert had been taught by the 
Catholic missionaries. 

The way to obtain this experience is to approach God 
Himself directly for it, pleading the sacrifice made by Christ 
on Calvary, for all men, once for all, believing that your prayer 
is heard, and at the same time declaring full renunciation, up 
to the power of your human will, of all sin. God’s power will 
then come down to meet your will, and the work will be done. 

It is God’s will that every Catholic man and woman should 
live a life filled with happiness and peace arising from the 
knowledge of sins forgiven and the Divine presence and power 
every hour of every day. Our Lord Himself said: “Peace I 
leave with you, My peace I give unto you” (John xiv, 27), and 
St. Paul says: “Rejoice in the Lord always; again, I say, re- 
joice.” (Philippians iv, 4). And St. Peter says in verses 8 and 
9 of his first epistle: “Whom having not seen, you love: in 
whom also now, though you see Him not you believe: and 
believing shall rejoice with joy unspeakable and glorified, re- 
ceiving the END of YOUR FAITH, even the salvation of 
your souls.”

“God said, Let there be light; and there was light.”—Genesis i, 3.

The above phrase and quotation put the contents of this book 
—so far as the author’s personal experience is concerned— 
in a nutshell. 


“My Conversion and Reasons that Led to It; From a 
Roman Catholic Priest to a Protestant Minister.” These 
phrases form the complete title of a volume of 160 pages, 
which can be unhesitatingly recommended to our readers. 


The author, Rev. Aristide Malinverni, was born in North- 
ern Italy, and was ordained a priest in 1894. The next year 
he became a professor in a local seminary, and editor of a 
Roman Catholic newspaper. He was kept “in darkness” by 
the strict censorship, which he explains fully, until he was 
given permission to read more widely in the interests of his 
editorial work. Then the light began to break. When later 
he was truly converted he understood why, “religiously speak- 
ing,” “the land from which I came is dark as midnight,” quot- 
ing from Job x, 22. 

The immediate cause of his conversion was the lay evan- 
gelistic work of an Italian, who returned from- America a 
changed man, who was an ardent advocate of evangelical 
truth. He tried to combat this new power in his parish, which 
came to be great, and against which arguments, as 
well as maledictions and anathemas, did not avail. He “was 
not able to withstand the wisdom and the spirit with which 
he spoke.” A challenge to a public debate could not be ac- 
cepted because of the Bishop’s veto. But his mind had been 
awakened, and he began an intensive study of the Scriptures 
and of ecclesiastical history, with the resulting conviction 
that “many of the Roman pontiffs were heretics,” and their 
teachings heresies. 


His own struggle was long and bitter; and when, in 1906, 
he left his parish innumerable persecutions were his lot. Then 
he came to America, where, on November 21, 1908, he heard 
General William Booth in Salvation Army Headquarters in 
New York, and gave his heart to the Lord Jesus. Then the 
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doctrine of regeneration, of which he had read so much, be- 
came a blessed experience. 

We cannot, of course, narrate all the incidents that led 
this converted priest into the Christian ministry. Suffice it to 
say that he is now pastor of an Italian Presbyterian Church 
in Los Angeles, Cal., being blessed in his work and full of 
faith that it will be effectual. He has dedicated his book to 
“the Protestants and Patriots of America,” that they may 
learn to love the victims of Roman priestcraft, and win them 
for Christ and country. Thus he is in fullest sympathy with 
Christ’s Mission, and we wish him Godspeed in his work. 

The value of the book is greatly increased by the number 
of citations from official documents by Papal writers with 
names and page references, of which we will content our- 
selves with quoting one (pp. 132-3): “Every act which eman- 
ates from the civil power must be in conformity with the laws 
of the Church. Any infringement of the laws of the Church 
is a violation of the essential principle on which all authority 
rests—conformity to the Divine law. But what is conform- 
able to the Divine will the Church alone can declare, and to 
all such declarations the civil power must render unhesitating 
obedience. The State is not competent to determine its 
proper range and sphere: these are shaped for it by the action 
of the Church. The Popes as vice-regents of Christ, have the 
power of deposing kings, rulers, and princes who fall into 
heresy, and they did rightfully exercise it. The Church is over 
all and every State, and the Pope, who is the Alpha and 
Omega of the Sovereign power of the Church, has alone to 
be consulted to decide the rights of the Papacy.” (E. S. Pur- 
cell, “Essay on Religion,” pp. 413, 418, 458-9.)

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THE CANONIZATION OF POPE PIUS X 

An Associated Press Despatch to the New York ‘Times’ 
from Rome (April 13th) said that on the request of twenty- 
eight Cardinals that he begin the procedure for the beatifica- 
tion and canonization of Pope Pius X the Pope has appointed 
postulators. Their task will be to gather evidence show- 
ing that Pius X practised “in a heroic degree” the three theo- 
logical virtues—faith, hope and charity—and the four cardi- 
nal virtues—prudence, justice, courage and temperance. Be- 
fore proceeding to the canonization it must be proved that at 
least two miracles occurred through the intercession of the 
proposed saint. 

The-chief interest of the American people in Pope Pius X 
should consist in the remembrance that in 1908 the Decree 
“Ne Temere” was promulgated in this country whereby bars 
were created against marriage on the part of non-Catholics 
as well as his own “subjects” that had and have no existence 
under the laws of any State. In 1912 was promulgated the 
Motu Proprio “Quantavis Diligentia,” the preamble of which, 


in part, read thus: “But now in these times of injustice, when 
so little regard is paid to the immunity of ecclesiastics, that 
not only clerics and priests, but also bishops, and even their 
eminences the Cardinals, are brought into a court of laymen, 
the case altogether demands from us that, by the severity of 
the punishments we keep to their duty those men who are 
not deterred from an act of such sacrilege by the gravity of 
their offense. Therefore We of Our own motion do ordain 
and decree as follows: Whenever private individuals, whether 
of the laity or in holy orders, men or women, summon to a 
tribunal of laymen any ecclesiastical persons, whatever be 
the case altogether demands from us that, by the severity of 
an ecclesiastical authority, and constrain them to attend 
publicly in these courts, all such private individuals in- 
cur excommunication at the hands of the Roman 
Pontiff.” The effect of this edict is, of course, to deprive 
Catholics in this country of the protection or assistance, as the 
case may be, of the courts as against any priest or other eccle- 


siastical person who may do them any wrong. It was only 
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a few weeks before the Great War broke out that the Serbian 
Concordat was negotiated, which was regarded by many per- 
sons as causing the animosity against the Austrian Archduke 
Franz Ferdinand, that caused his assassination at Saravejo, 
which proved to be the spark that fired the mine. 


A PAPAL “TRUTHFUL JAMES” 


“The Marist Messenger” is a Catholic publication, appar- 
ently published in Norristown, Pa. The number for March 
contains an account of the sudden death of Rev. Thomas 
Bower, S. M., the editor, while waiting for a train at Wayne 
Junction. On page 11 an article on “St. William, of Norwich” 
(England) opens with this paragraph: “One of the first stories 
non-Catholic children are taught in England is that Catholics 
often kill their own children, roast and eat them! This arises 
out of the slanders circulated during the Deform Days by au- 
thors who were smarting under the whip of conscience in 
palliation of their own misconduct. They knew the practices 
and customs of the European Jews of those days, and by 
perversion played upon the ignorance of the rest of their 
countrymen and made them believe that what the Jews did 
was in reality done by their own foreparents!” Then fol- 
lows a story of about 320 words well calculated to excite feel- 
ings of deep hostility against Jews on account of what they 
are said to have done to St. William. The more Roman jour- 
nals we read the more we are convinced that all the various 
States should take steps to find out what is really being 
taught in the Papal parochial schools as to “history,” for it 
must be supposed that the falsehoods and misrepresentations 
that appear in print cannot be greatly different from the 
things taught by Catholic educators. 


A CATHOLIC NOVEL 
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LADY ASTOR’S BOOK 


Last year Viscountess Astor, who before her marriage 
was Miss Nancy Langhorne, of Virginia, visited this country 
upon the invitation of the League of Women Voters, and 
also to visit relatives and friends in her native State. 

She is the first woman ever elected to a seat in the British 
Parliament, where she sits as a member for Plymouth, one of 
the most important constituencies in the West of England. 
At present she is engaged in trying to get a bill’ passed to 
prevent the sale of liquor to minors under the age of 18— 
the present age limit being 16. One of her opponents, in 
speaking against it, declared that it would not be possible 
for any bartender to know whether any particular girl was 
or was not 18 years old, adding, “Why, probably the hon. 
member for Plymouth would herself be refused under this 
bill?’ Rather a bright remark, some will think, from a dull- 
witted English M. P., seeing that Lady Astor has six chil- 
dren, most, if not all of whom, are at college. 

This volume contains nine of the forty speeches that she 
delivered here, and we hope that in the next instalment the 
publishers will include her remarks about the anti-Anglo- 
Saxon campaign to be carried on by the Knights of Columbus 
for the purpose of belittling the work and the characters of 
the Protestants who laid the foundations of the American 
political and social fabric, and magnifying the efforts of those 
whose help in the nation’s early days was inspired far more 
by hatred of Protestant England than any desire to estab- 
lish any political system, all the essential features of which 
were diametrically opposed to the intellectual, spiritual and 
political despotism of the Vatican and the Catholic rulers of 
that day—as of this. 


In view of the alien-hearted and alien-allegianced organi- 
zations being formed in various parts of the country this will 
be a uséful book in the hands of those who wish to counter- 
act the efforts of those whose ideals and efforts are none the 
less hostile to Protestantism and the part it has played in 


our history, because carried on in the name of “American- 
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ism,” and professedly on the part of some, to prevent our 
incorporation into the British Empire. 

Our limits prevent citations we should like to make, but 
here are one or two: 

“Don’t let us forget the faith of our fathers... . They 
were not Pagans. Civilization has been nearly destroyed by 
Pagans. We cannot give them a second chance. It is won- 
derfully helpful to look back and see the kind of men in all 
countries who have made civilization. They were not men 
who carried a grudge, they were not men who hated, but men 
with an inner consciousness of what man really is capable 
of, men who realized that life is redeemed only by a purpose 
bigger than themselves, and a love that passes all under- 
standing.” 

“Women are young at politics, but they are old at suffer- 
ing; soon they will learn that through politics they can pre- 
vent some kinds of suffering.’ We hope every Christian 
woman who reads this will see to it that she both registers 
at the primary and votes at the next election against Rum, 
Rome and Rebellion as represented by such politicians as the 
present Catholic Governor of the great State of New York, 
who “wants to put his foot on the rail and blow the froth off.” 
And here is a good one to finish with, but these are only sam- 
ples of many other good things: 

“Belief in God will only help us if it leads us to knowledge 


of God.” 


“LOS VON ROM” IN AUSTRIA 

A Vienna telegram to the Detroit “Free Press,” April Ist, 
said that Easter messages read in the churches Sunday de- 
clared that never had Austria seen such a move of apostasy 
as since the new year. About 14,000 Catholics had given up 
their faith this year, according to the Church authorities. It 


is said that 5,000 of these were caused by the rigid Catholic 


divorce rules. The other 9,000 were the consequence of a 
Socialistic free-thinking campaign. 
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HAS THE VATICAN CAPTURED MUSSOLINI? 


In the New York “Globe,” March 29th, Premier Mussolini, 
of Italy, is quoted as saying that “men nowadays are tired of 
liberty” in the Fascist review “Gerarchia.” He is also re- 
ported to say “Neither Communism nor Fascism has anything 
to do with liberty. ... Liberty is no longer a chaste, severe 
maiden for whom generations in the first half of the last 
century fought and died. For the intrepid restless youth who 
are now in the dawn of a new history other words exercise a 
greater fascination, namely, order, hierarchy and discipline.” 
“The Christian Science Monitor,” usually well informed on 
international affairs, said (April 5th) that the first number of 
a new Fascist paper, “L’Impero,” had lately appeared, and 
that its program is the creation of a powerful Italian Empire. 
It says that mankind is divided into two classes—men meant 
to command and men meant to obey (which in itself is not a 
bad epitome of the Bull “Unam Sanctam” of Pope Boniface 
VIII). The two editors are quoted as adding, in an article 
signed by both, “There is no other people so fit to command 
as the Italian—the most genial, the most sensible and the most 
gifted people in the world. We think and carry out a new era 
of command for Rome—mistress of the world.” There would 
be less of a menace in these words if they had not been pre- 
ceded by the establishment of certain relations between the 
Premier and the Vatican, the powers of which for creating 
mischief between nations is practically limitless. The issue 
of the “Monitor” containing this item and that of the follow- 
ing day have articles totalling over two columns describing 
the activities of the Papal Nuncios at Munich and in the Ruhr 
district, and Archbishop Schulte, of Cologne, and the proba- 
bility of Mussolini forcing the French to agree to a parley on 
the terms Germany is said to be willing to offer, and the 
formation of something resembling an Italian-German “co- 
operation.” It is pointed out also that it was not by mere 
coincidence that Hugo Stinnes, M. Jasper, the Belgian Foreign 
Minister; Dr. Seipel, the Prelate-Chancellor of Austria, and 
M. Skryznski, the Polish Foreign Minister, were all in Rome 


during the same week. Let no reader of these lines imagine 
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that these matters are of “no practical interest” to the Ameri- 
can people. In speaking to a lady who had been brought up 
in the Roman Church, the other day, the Editor said: “Well, 
some of the Protestants in this country are beginning to wake 
up, anyway!” She replied, “A good many of them won’t wake 
up till they’re blown up!” Which may prove true in a wider 
and more national sense than she really had in her mind at the 
moment.

Three Allegiances for Italian “Americans” 


A Rome correspondent of the New York “Globe” in a let- 
ter appearing in the issue of February 12 gives an account of 
a book recently published by Colonel Domenico Siciliani, of 
the General Staff, who accompanied General Pietro Banda- 
glio, formerly second in command of the Italian armies when 
that officer was sent to this country on a special mission in 
1921. It seems that the purpose of this mission was to keep 
alive in the Italians who have supposedly become American 
citizens the “flame of Italianity,” and in his book “the colonel 
recommends all the Italian diplomats and consular agents 
to do what they can to keep the national flame alive,” and to 
assist their nationals to “keep their Italian soul.” He adds 
that he does not mean by this to speak against becoming 
American citizens, but that only by doing this “and acquir- 
ing the vote can the Italians really protect their interests and 
those of their native country, but I believe it necessary for 
the emigrants to keep their Italian soul and aspirations as 
otherwise the game would be lost.” 

So, in so far as this Italian officer’s words are carried out, 
Italian Catholics will, in practice, have three allegiances— 
one to the United States, one to the Italian Government (or 
rather nation) and one to the Pope. Their votes are to be 
cast in the interest of their home land on certain things, and, 
of course, the priests of Rome will tell them to save their 
votes for the purpose of “bringing back the State to the pat- 
tern of Christianity that We have described,” to use the words 
of Pope Leo XIII. And the said pattern involves the de- 
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struction of civil and religious liberty of every description, 
as well as the condemnation of the principles of separation 
of Church and State and government of the people, by the 
people for the people. (See “Great Encyclical Letters of 
Pope Leo XIII, pp. 120-136.) 


LATIN RACES AND ANGLO-SAXON “DEMOCRACY” 


In a letter to the New York “Herald,” March 26th, one 
A. Marchisio writes to protest against an alleged statement 
of H. R. Landis, Assistant Commissioner of Immigration to 
the effect that “the Latin races know little of political and 
religious freedom” (as a matter of fact, they don’t), and he 
says: “I believe, on the contrary, that the Latin races have as 
much respect for political freedom as any others, and that 
they are far more free from religious prejudice than the Anglo- 
Saxons.” 

If Mr. Marchisio will get “Current History” for April (New 
York Times Co., 25 cents) he will find an article by “Guiller- 
mo Perez” (“the pseudonym of a well-known Latin-American 
statesman and diplomat of high standing throughout South 
America, the United States and Europe”) entitled “Three 
South American Despots.” It takes seven pages of detailed 
description of the “iron rule” of Presidents Gomez, of Vene- 
zuela, Leguia, of Peru, and Saavedra, of Bolivia. Our space 
limits prevent quotations. The truth is that Anglo-Saxon 
civil and religious liberty is a growth from fundamentals essen- 
tially Protestant in character, and no community can enjoy 
these blessings until it is rid of the rule of the priest. As 
long as the priest maintains his hold upon the family, paper 
constitutions and even legislative enactments are largely nul- 
lied in practice because the people as a whole have no per- 
sonal sense of responsibility to the State, and therefore no 
more power to deliver themselves from the tyranny of a do- 
mestic tyrant than from that of an alien despot in Rome. 
“Like priest, like people.” When the “Church” does not 
approve a law it either ignores it or uses force of some kind 
against it, and when certain politicians disapprove of an ad- 
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ministration they either use force to overthrow it or remain 
quiescent under it. Add to this, that “liberty” of the Anglo- 
Saxon brand has been condemned by Popes Pius LX and Leo 
XIII within the last fifty years, and it is not difficult to see 
why “good” Catholics do not take any steps to obtain it.  II- 
literacy also, in itself, prevents the formation of anything like 
“public opinion” upon “public questions” of any kind—eco- 
nomic, social or political, so that the issues between different 
political parties are few and relatively unimportant. The 
most recent and conspicuous demonstration of these points 
among others—is to be found in the history of the people of 
Ireland for the last ten years or so. 


THE VATICAN BULLDOZING SPAIN 


A cable to the Detroit “Free Press” from Madrid, April 
3d, said: 

Among the matters vital to the national existence of Spain 
which are harassing the Government on the eve of the gen- 
eral elections are the arrival of an ultimatum from the Vati- 
can and the danger of a revolution. 

The question of separation of Church and State was 
brought up while the ministry of Marquis De Alhucemas was 
preparing to reconvene the Chamber. The Cardinal Arch- 


bishop of Saragossa issued an ultimatum, which was published 


to-day in all the newspapers notifying the cabinet that it must 
not change Article XI of the Spanish Constitution, and that 
it must uphold this article in the forthcoming ministerial 
speech at the opening of the Chamber. Article XI of the 
Spanish Constitution established the Roman Catholic Church 
as the State religion. Marquis De Alhucemas’ ministry is 
liberal, and is pledged to reform the Constitution, obtaining 
equality for all religions in Spain. The ministry must obey 
the Vatican by breaking its election pledge, or else incur the 
enmity of the largest force of public opinion in Spain, which 
is led by the priests of the Church. The Cardinal Archbishop 
openly warns the premier that if Article XI is not respected 
all the parish priests will forbid their parishioners to vote for 
the Government.
